The Circuit Judges, 
wear whatever their tailors pro- 
vide, decided today that, in their 
new quarters, they or their suc- 
cessors should wear on the bench

a uniform oyter garb, like that of 


the United States Supreme Court, 
or that worn ‘by Judges in New 
York and other Eastern cities, and 
in Chicago. 

Attorney Thomas 8S. McPheeters 
submitted the suggestion to FPre- 
siding Judge Frey, in a letter, de- 
claring that robes would add to the 
dignity of the Circuit Court and 
increase respect for its members. 
The 13 Judges present were nearly 
unanimous in favoring the plan, 
only Judge Landwehr dissenting. 
Some offered anecdotes of lawyers 


and jurors who walked into court 
with hats on, or with cigars lighted. 
Such disrespect, they believed, 
would be less likely in the pres- 
ence of robed jurists. 

The innovation is not to take ef- 
fect until the civil courts remove to 
the new courthouse, probably early 
in 1929. It will then apply also to 
the judges of the criminal division, 
in the Municipal Courts Building. 
The terms of Judges Mix, Ittner, 
Frey, Ossing, Calhoun, Falkenhain- 
er, Pearcy, Hamilton. and Taylor 
expire at the end of 1928. 

Wearing of robes is optional with 
Federal District Judges and is not 
practiced by the St. Louis Federal 
District Judges. Heretofore - the 
only jurists here wearing robes are 
members of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals. Recently 
the Missouri Supreme Court twice 
voted down, 4 to 3, a motion to

AIRPLANE CARRIER | 
SQUEEZES THROUGH 
PANAMA CANAL 


Saratoga, 106 Feet Wide, 


Gouges Concrete Wall in 
110-Foot Lock at Gatun. 


_—— 


COLON, Panama,. Feb. 6. 
Having climbed a narrow flight 
of three steps from the Atlantic 
Ocean, the giant aircraft carrier 
Saratoga today rode at anchor in 
Gatun Lake 85 feet above sea lev- 
el. Because of the great width of 
the ship it was considered that its 
voyage through the Gatun’ Locks 
was the most difficult operation 
ever tried in the canal. 

The anti-aircraft standard, part 
of the superstructure on the port 
side of the ship, peeled’ several 
feet of concrete from the top of 
the lock wall in passing through 
the middle and upper chambers 
The concrete was peeled. ‘ 
depth of three inches. This dam- 
age was considered slight and 
there was no damage to the Sar- 
atoga. a 

The Saratoga is 106 feet across 
at its widest point and the locks 
but 110 feet wide. The three locks 
through which the ship passed 
are 1090 feet long and the Sara- 
toga 888,

A statement by William Edward 
Hickman that he killed Marian 
Parker as a “matter of self-pro- 
tection” was quoted in the youth’s 
sanity trial here today by Dr. Vic- 
tor Parkin, State alienist, to show 
that the defendant was sane and 
could distinguish between right 
and wrong. 

Dr. Parkin also 
man bad declared he killed 
schoolgirl after kidnaping her be- 
cause he “feared she was losing 
confidence in me,” and that he had 
“no feeling when cutting her up 
because I saw it had to be done 
and just did it.” 

The witness said Hickman ad- 
mitted turning the girls torso over 
to the father for $1500 was a “'ter- 
rible thing-to do, wasn’t it?’’ The 
witness cited this as an example 
of Hickman’s knowledge of right 
from wrong.

“was not and is not insane.” 

The “skin writing’ test to which 
Hickman was subjected in court 
Saturday gave no proof of a dis- 
eased condition- associated with 
dementia praecox, Dr. Paul Bow- 
ers, State alienist, insisted. under 
cross-examination today. 

In the test Hickman 
Stripped to his waist and a large 
letter “HH” marked with the alien- 
ist’s thumb nail on the prisoner's 
chest and back. The prolonged 
presence of the red marks were 
indications of dermatographia, a 
skin disease often present with de- 
mentia praecox, the defense con- 
tended. Dr. Bowers asserted, how- 
ever, the marks were diffused and 
not present in the degree necessary 
to prove the presence of the dis- 
ease.

MILLER CONVICTION FOR ALIEN 
PROPERTY FRAUD ‘SUSTAINED 


U. S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals Upholds Verdict 
Which Resulted in 18- 
Month Prison Sentence.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—The con- 
viction of Thomas W. Miller, for- 
mer alien property custodian, of 
conspiring to defraud the Govern- 
ment in connection with return of 
impounded assets of the American 
Metals Co., was upheld by the 
United States Circuit Court of Ape 
peals today. 

Miller was tried jointly with 
Harry M. Daugherty, former At- 


torney-General, but the indictment 


against Daugherty was quashed 
after two juries had disagreed. 

There were two Daugherty-Mil- 
ler trials, the first jury disagree- 
ing as to both defendants and the 
second convicting Miller. 

Miller was sentenced to serve 18 
months in the Federal penitentiary 
and to pay a fine of $5000. The 
appeal on which decision was an- 
nounced today was argued on Jan. 
16 last. 

The only way Miller can now es- 
cape imprisonment is by obtaining 
a writ of certiorari from the United 
States Supreme Court or.a parole 
from Federal Judge John Knox, 
who sentenced him. 

Miller and Daugherty were 
charged with conspiring to defraud 
the Government of their honest 
services in releasing $7,000,000 im-

MRO. KRESGE PROVES 
MISCONDUCT CHARGE 


Likely to Result in Divorce 
Decree Shortly. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feber 6:.—Sebastian 
S. Kresge, wealthy chain store op- 
erator, today was found guilty of 
misconduct by a jury trying the di- 
vorce action of his wife, Mrs. Doris 
M. Kresge, before Supreme Court 


Justice Tierney. Kresge failed to 


enter a defense. 

K-esge was found guilty of mis- 
cofiduct with Miss Gladys Adelle 
Fish of Natick, Mass. A _ private 
detective had testified that he, with 
Mrs. Kreage and other detectives, 
went to an fast Forty-eighth 
street apartment the night of April 
11, last, forced the aoor and there 
found Kresge with Miss Fish, who 
was said to be the sister of a girl 
employed in one of Kresge’s stores. 

The Court accepted the jury's 
verdict and, following precedent, is 
expected to grant an interlocutory 
degree of divorce’ shortly, to be 
made final in three months, 

After the return of the verdict, 
Mrs. Kresge issued a statement 
saying that the action was forced 
on her in self-defense. She said 
she had been persecuted and tor. 
tured by litigation brought in the 
State of Michigan by her husband. 

In order to protect her good 
name, she said she was forced to 
spend all her income fighting these 
cases, and although she said she 
won in both instances, she knew 
“the only salvation for me Was to 
obtain my freedom by proving the 
faithlessness of ‘Mr. Kresge.” 

/Kresge_brought a suit for divorce 
in Detroit, which he later with- 
drew. Mrs. Kresge later obtained 
an injunction here restraining 
Kresge from pressing a divorce ac- 
tion in Michigan until her suit had 
been disposed of in New York.

CLOSE; RUN ON FOURTH 


Depositors Throng -Lobby of 
First National After Other 
Deors Fail to Open.

MIAMI, Fle., Feb. 6.—A deter- 
mined run on the First National 
Bank began at the noon hour to- 
day following the failure of three 
other financial institutions to open 
for business today. After closing 
time, the officers announced that 
$7,000,000 would be sent- here by 
airplane and train from the Fed- 
eral Reserve branch in Jackson- 
ville to pay all depositors. : 

The banks that failed to open 
today were the Southern Bank & 
Trust Co., the Citizens’ Bank and 
the Bank of Allapattah. 

The Southern Bank and Trust 
Co. requested Comptroller Amos to 
assume charge of its affairs pend- 
ing strengthening of finances, fol- 
lowing heavy withdrawals of de- 
posits, caused by circulation of 
anonymous letters predicting its 
failure. Amos ordered the other 
banks not to open in the belief 
that they were not in financial 
position to witstand large with- 
drawals which might result from 
excitement incident to the closing 
of the Southern Bank and Trust 
Co. Under normal conditions they 
could operate, he said, adding there 
had been no sign of a run at either 
place. 

In announcing that the Southern 
Bank and Trust Co. had suspended 
business but would reopen March 
15, and that the State Comptroller 
had taken charge at the request of 
its officials, President J. E. Lum- 
mus said in a public statement that 
‘large demands for cash during 
the last few days had been caused 
by anonymous letters written to de- 
positors and advising them to 
quietly get their moncy out of the 
Southern bank.” 

Neither the Citizens’ Bank nor 
the Allapattah institution are 
among the city’s major banks. The 
former is in the outskirts of the 
business district and the latter is a 
suburban institution. The South- 
ern Bank and Trust Co, is capital- 
ized at $100,000, and on Saturday 
night had $5,138,112.11 in deposits. 
Capitalized at $100,000. the Citi- 
zens’ Bank had $149,480 in de- 
posits, while the Allapattah insti- 
tution had $15,000 capital and de-

Behind all this history of juz- 
glery and trickery is the well. 
known explanation of how Presi- 
dent Coolidge “packed” the Federal 
Trade Commission with men known 
to have friendly connections with 
the interests they were expected to 
regulate.

MISSOURI LAGS 
IN SUPPORTING 113 
PUBLIC CHARGES 


Care of Insane and Phys- 
ically Afflicted Classed as 
One of State’s Neglected 
Activities. 


LITTLE INCREASE IN 
OUTLAY SINCE 1913 


Associated Industries Cites 
Appropriations in Argu- 
ment for Executive Bud- 
get System. 


In an analysis of expenditures in 
Missouri in thé care of the insane 
and the physically afflicted, the As- 
sociated Industries in a report to- 
day classed the eleemosynary work 
as one of the two chiefly neglected 
activities of the Missouri State 
government. A report issued sev- 
eral weeks ago placed education as 
the other. 

Even greater neglect than in 
the matter of schools was reported 
for the State hospitals by the or-, 
ganization, which is making @ sur- 
vey of all state expenditures in con- 
nection with the campaign for the 
establishment of an executive bud- 
get system with central purchasing 
of all supplies as a means to pre- 
vent waste and extravagance and 


| provide more funds for necessary 


activities. 

Increases in Expenditures. 
Figures included in the report 
showed that the State expenditures 
for eleemosynary purposes in- 
creased from $1,460,397.05 for the 
biennial period of 1901 and 19062 
to $2,706,021.73 for the period of 
1913 and 1914, and to $4,635,286.62 
for 1925 and 1926, the increase for 
the latest mentioned perfod being 
217.40 per cent over 1901 and 1962. 

While the increase appears to be 
substantial, the report points out 
that owing to the decrease in the 
purchasing power of the dollar the 
institutions in fact are receiving 
little more than in 1913 and 1914, 
economists estimating that the dol- 
lar today has only 63 per cent of 
its value in 1913.

217.40 per cent, expenditures for 
educational purposes  inereased

He said that “so long as the com- 
bined” British and American navies

world powers, the world “will be 
protected” and added that he be- 
lieved with its far-flung trade 
routes was more inclined to work 
closely with the United States than 
the Americans were prepared for. 

The Britisher said it was “a 
great pity” that some sections of 
both the American and British

TO ASCEND ABOVE 16,000 FEET 


Svoecial to the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6-—From 
now on 15,000 feet is the “celling” 
for flying for army flyers, The rea- 
son for this limit is that piloting 
above that altitude without oxygen 
equipment is dangerous. 
lmstructions to this effect have 
been issued by Major-General 
James E. Fechet, chief of the Army 
Air Corps. Pilots may go to higher 
altitudes by especial permission. 
The average man, in good phys- 
ical condition, according to Gen. 
Fechet, can reach altitudes of 15,- 
000 feet without danger and can 
remain at such altitude a few hours 
without impairing , his efficiency. 
Above 15,000 feet artificial respira- 
tion aid by means of specially de- 


| signed oxygen apparatus is neces-

The gradual disappearance of 
the traditional liberal arts college, 
such as Amherst or Williams, is 
predicted by Prof. William Martin 
Proctor of Stanford University in a 
book on “the most significant oc- 
currence in American education in 
the present centiiry,’” The Jun- 
ipr College, just published by 
the Stanford University Press. 
Prof. Proctor sees the American 
College, which has been called the 
backbone of our educational sys- 
tem, Slowly being ground away be- 
tween the upper millstone of the 
university with its emphasis on 
professional training and _ the 
nether millstone of the junior col- 
lege combination, which, he thinks, 
“thay well ‘become the key insti- 
tution in the reorganization of 
American education.” 

The new education, as foreseen 
in The Junior College, will dis- 


ard the present 6-3-3-4 lineup in 


favor of the 6-4-4-4 dr 6 type. 
That is the student will spend six 
years in grammar school, four 
years in junior high school, four 
years in junior college, and 4 to 
6 years of graduate work at the 
university. For all but the last 
four, years he will remain in his 
home community, _probably living 
with his parents. “Each of these 
institutions,’ writes Prof. Proctor 
in the closing chapter of his book 
on the newer educational methods, 
“would\ have a clear-cut function 
to perform. The entire adolescent 
period of life from 12 to 13 to 19 
or 20 would then be covered by 
two institutions rather than three 
as at present. Such a change 
might affect the present tendency 
toward ‘stadiumitis’ and commer- 
cialized sports, but it would not 
detract from the value of the uni- 


versity as an institution of learn- 
ing.”

“Broadway,” which came to the 

Shubert Theater last night for a 
two week’s stay this captious critic 
is inclined to the belief that it 
is the best melodrama the stage 
has seen since, well since “Jim 
the Penman” or “The Ticket of 
Leave Man” pointed out, a long 
time ago, that Honesty is the best 
policy and Virtue is its own re- 
ward. “Broadway” draws no such 
moral, About all that one can 
gather in the way of instruction 
from this thrilling drama of night 
life in New York is that it pays 
to be good—pbut not much.
